He said Gen. Funston's original 
orders still stood, however,- and 
they gave him authority to cross 
whenever the need arose. No ad- 
ditional report of the raid had 
reached the department at the 
time. 


On the basis of eonsu'iar dispatches 
yesterday ho^ve^•er, Secretary 
Lansing 
has forwarded a report to the Mexican 
defacto government calling attention to 
the latest bandit activities along the 
border. No specific request was made for 
disposition of Carranza troops to bet- 
ter protect tlie border but state de- 
partment officials said it was assumed 
that prompt piu'suit of the raiders al- 
ready had been ordered by Gen. Obre- 
gon/ the Me.xican .war Jiiiuistcr, .oj. his. 
fubordinates.

BANDITS NOW FAR AWAY. 


Fleeing to Interior, With Long Lead ou 
Pursuers. 


Alpine, Texas, May 8.—Fleeing through 
the wild mesas of 'Joahiijla, the seventy 
or more bandits that-raided the Ameri- 
can settlement of Glenn Springs and Bo- 
quillas last Friday, killing three cav- 
alrymen and a nine year old boy, are 
believed to be heading into the interior 
today, many miles from the scene of 
their depredations.

Woman Describes Attack. 


Mrs. \Y. K. Ellis and her husband, 
whose wax factory was destroyed by the 
Jlexicans. had narrow escapes. Mrs. El- 
lis was the only woman in Glenn Springs 
when the bandits swooped down upon 
the little .settlement near midnight. 
In 
the flickering lights of the burning build- 
ings. she and her husband stf^le out of 
their house and fled in safety to the 
hills. 


Telling of her experience Mrs. Ellis 
said: 


A fusillade i>f shots roused my hus- 
band and myaelf. 
Peering out of this 
window we saw the forms of, men mov- 
ing in the direction of the soldiers' little 
cabin. 


The flashes of their rifles were like 
lightning streams against the darkness. 
Mr. Ellis told me not to strike a match 
for fear of attracting attention. 


"In the dark 
we 
hunted for our 
clothes and quickly dressed. The bandits 
t\'ere now firing rapidly at the adobe 
house where 
the soldiers 
of troop A 
made their stand. 


"We could hear the shots of the Mex- 
icans and saw a party moving toward 
our bungalow. 
We slipped out of th» 
back door and hugging every shado'.v 
as we .went, for fear of being shot, made 
our way into the hills. 


"After the raid we returned to our 
home in Glenn Springs, having heard 
that the Mexicans had left. The inter- 
ior of the house Avas thrown into dis- 
order and 
clothes 
were 
missing, but 
strangely enough, silverware was not 
stolen. 
M.v husband has been popular 
with the Mt^xicans employed in his fac- 
tory and thrt ih probably tlie rea«'^n the 
.Mexicans did not burn our home."

Suffering an attack of heart trouble 
but half an hour before, Charles Tres- 
selt, retired abatractdr and for many 
years a resident of Fort Wayne, died ac 
11 o'clock Sunday night at his home, 
318 East Jefferson street.

Woman Describes Attack. 


:Mrs. \V. K. Ellis and her husband, 
whose wax factory was destroyed by the 
Mexicans, had narrow escapes. Mrs. El- 
lis was the only Avonian in Glenn Springs 
when the bandits swooped down upon 
the little settlement near midnight. 
In 
the flickering lights of the burning build- 
ing.s she and her husband .stnie out of 
their house and fled in safety to tb< 
hills. 


Telling of her experience Mrs. Ellis 
s.nid: 


A fusillade of shots roused m.y hus- 
band and myaelf. 
Peering out of thé 
window we saw the forms of. men mov- 
ing in the direction of the soldiers' little 
cabin. 


The flashes of their rifles were like 
lightning streams aga:inst the darkness. 
Mr. Ellis told me not to strike a match 
for fear of attracting attention. 


"In the dark 
we 
hunted for our 
clothes and quickly dressed. The bandits 
ti'ere now firing rapidly at the adobe 
house where 
the soldiers 
of troop A 
made their stand. 


"We could hear the shots of the Mex- 
icans and saw a party moving toward 
our bungalow. 
"We slipped otit of thi 
back door and hugging every shadow 
as WÇ went, for fear of being shot, made 
our way into the hills. 


"After the raid we returned to our 
home in Glenn Springs, having heard 
that the Mexicans had left. The inter- 
ior of the house wag thrown into dis- 
order and 
clothes 
were 
missing, but 
strangely enough, silverware was not 
stolen. 
My husband has been popular 
with the Mt'xicans employed in liis fac- 
tory and thrt is probably the reacnn the 
Mexicans did not burn our home."

^ " The fact that politics wa's cast aside and that foes and friends 
feUke in the national house on Saturday united in a remarkable tribute 
to "Uncle Joe" Cannon as he neared his eightieth birthday was a 
teart-warming expression that displayed a mighty fine trait in Amer- 
ican politics. No man in public life has been more bitterly as- 
jsailed than has Mr. Cannon, and nobody has put more power behind 
•Jiis blows in striking back, either. Yet it was a very real pleasure for 
his colleagues on both sides of the chamber to attest their deep per- 
sonal regard and their very high estimate of the character of the dis- 
tinguished octogenarian from Illinois who has for so long been a 
Striking figure in American public life. 


Whether in victory or in defeat, Mr. Cannon is never less than 
positively decisive. Readers of congressional procedure during*the 
last generation can hardly fail to have noted the active part he 
has played,^the storms that have beaten about his venerable head and 
the persistence mth which he clung to 'the task he set'out to accom- 
plish. There has never been a moment while he has been in congress, 
whether as speaker or as the plain representative from an Illinois 
district, when Mr. Cannon has not been a power and when he has not 
had to be reckoned with. Even Mr. Cannon himself would not set up 
the claim that he has always been right, but there has been no gain- 
saying the fact that he has believed his position correct and that he 
has fought for it with splendid courage. 


This courage, too, has commanded universal respect, for in legis- 
lative matters if Mr. Cannon has been a force he has been at the same 
time a foe worth while. It will be noted, also, that the bitterness he 
has aroused has not been of the enduring kind. He has given and he 
has taken some resounding blows in the legislative arena, but he has 
never failed to come iip smilingly, and he is as good a loser as he is- 
a winner. It has been many a day since there has been so fine a dem- 
onstration of the fact that the division of the house into party groups 
.that shuts out personal relations and the heartiest co-operation for 
the greatest good is, as Mr. Cannon aptly termed it, a "popular pic- 
^hiresque fiction," as was shown at Mr. Cannon's unique birthday 
celebration.

Washington. May ».-The demorratic 
presidential 
campaign 
will 
not begin 
until miibumnier 
or 
fall. 
President 
Wilson has decided that for the present 
there is nothing for him or his friends 
to do but to sit tight. 
There will be 
no headquarters opened, no extensive 
organization undertaken, no solicitation 
of campaign funds, no literature pre- 
pared-in fact, none of the usual cam- 
fagn activities. 
This is contrary 
to 
the advice of some of the president s 
political friend», including 
Secretaries 
Lane and McAdoo. 
Mr. Wilson is going 
on the theory that there are no issues 
until the opposition develops them, and 
that anv day may produce international 
complications 
so overwhelming as 
to 
drown any supposed issues. 
By Au- 
'nist or September, he figures, he can 
tell what kind of a campaign, if any 
the democrats ought to make. 


Representative Robert Crossed of Ohio, 
has Lcured from the labor committec 
of the house of representatives a definite 
date, Mav 18. for the beginning of hear- 
ings on his farm colonization bill.

ployment by placing Bettlere on the lann. 
The bill differs from all previous land 
legislation by retaining in the federal 
government the fee simple title to the 
land forever, and granting to the si-ttler 
the right to use only so lông as he 
makes beneficial usé of the land.

Juarez, the scene of the recent momen- 
tous meeting between General Obregon, 
minister 
of war in the Carranza cab- 
inet, and :Major 
(ienerals 
Scott 
and 
Funston. is the subject of todays Avar 
"cography bulletin, issued by 
the-xNa- 
tional Geographic society from its \>asli- 
in^ton headquarters, which says: 


"Situated 
on the right bank of 
the 
Rio Grande, directly opposite El Paso, 
'jpxns, and 1223 miles north of Mexico 
t'itv, the very name of 
the 
city of 
.iuare/, suggests 
noteworthy 
events in 
the history of the southern republic, and 
the conf^rences which have been held 
there recently bv the representatives of 
the militarv'forces by both the Amer- 
ican and >lpxicaii governments add aii- 
(ither interesting chapter 
to the com- 
munitv's annals. 


"Koi' more than 200 years Juarez was 
known as El Paso del Norte (the pass 
of the North) and it was not until 1885 
that the city was renamed in honor of 
one of Mexico's greatest statesmen and 
patriots. Benito Juarez, who established 
his capital here during 
the 
troublous 
times when Napoleon III of France, was 
abetting the ill-fated Maximilian in his 
effort to found an empire in the West- 
ern hemisphere. 


"Juarez, a full-blooded Zapotee Indian, 
born in an obscure village near Oaxaca, 
succeeded to the presidency of Mexico 
when Comonfort, weary of the internal 
strife, 'quit the job' and 
Avent to the 
United 
States, 
leaving affairs in 
the 
hands of his chief justice. 'Immediately 
Juarez was imbroiled in civil War by 
the assumption of the executive office by 
Zuloaga. 
It was while trying to dis- 
)dace his rival that the Indian 
patriot 
endeavored to borrow money from the 
United States and, as a part of the bar- 
gain. he agreed to a treaty the termíí of 
which brought 
forth a storm of 
pro- 
test from Kngland and France. 
By this 
treaty, 
which was never ratified, the 
United States was to have perpetual and 
unrestricted passage 
across 
both 
the 
i.-ithmus of Tehuantepec ana the north- 
ern states of ^léxico, and the right to 
cmnloy Amer'^an troops fo enforce these 
rights as well as to protect American 
citizcus against levies ^and 
loans. 


"A 
short time later Juarez 
precipi- 
tated an international crisis by his de- 
cision to suspeiid for two years the pay- 
ment .of interest on the national debt. 
England, Spain and France sent 
fleets 
to 
Vera 
t>uz 
to force payment, but 
Spain soon withdrew, while France, her 
soldiers once on Mexican 
soil, decided 
to 
press 
her 
claims 
and 
gradually 
Napoleon's scheme for a western 
em- 
pire began to assume definite form. His 
scheme eventuated in the abortive., at- 
tempt to establish Arc"hduke Maximilian 
of Austria on the throne of the Mon- 
tezumas. 


"It was during the 
famous defense 
of the city of Pueblo against the invad- 
ing Frencli army th^t a vonng Mexican 
sildier Avho was to become the most con- 
••-picuou« figure in the hi.«tory of mod- 
ern Mexico, _ distinguished 
himself by 
his bravery and his exceptional powers 
of 
leadership. 
This young hero 
was 
Porfirio Diaz, now known to fame" as 
'the strong man of Mexico.' 


"It wag in the center of the interna- 
tional bridge which connects Juarez and 
KI Paso that Presidert Taif and I'te-i- 
dent Diaz (he who had been Juarez's mil- 
itary right hand) met in 1910, upon thi; 
occasion of the ccntenaVy celebration u£ 
Mexican ndependeiice. , 


"The traveler Avho passes through EÍ 
Paso on his w-ay to Juárez niay choôsé 
any of four times by which to set his 
watch—Central, 
Mountain, Pacific and 
Mcxican. 
Mountain time is an hour 
sloAver,than Central, while Pacific is an 
hoiir slower and Mexican is 24 minutes 
faster than Mountain. 


"Cfh account of 
its

cock-fights, Juarez has long been a city 
of feast-day, pilgrimage for Americans 
in search of a nèw sensation/ The Span- 
iards,. who becoiffe addicted to the bull-

Was Once Terror to Union 
Troops as G-uerilla War- 
fare Leader. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—Col. John 
S. Mosby, ill in a hospital here, is known 
as the intrepid leader of "Mosby's^Guer-

illas" which terrorized the south during 
and immediately after the civil war. 


"Just old age,'" doctors give as the 
cause of his illnes.s. 


Col. Mos'by has been failing since he 
was dismissed on account of age, from 
his office as attorney in the department 
of justice five or six years ago. 
He is 
83. 


Col. Mosby was 
born 
in Virginia. 
While a student in the University of 
Virginia he was sent to jail on a charge 
of shooting a college mate". While im- 
prisoned he read law and when pardoned 
by special act of the legislature, return- 
ed to his studies. 


He was admitted to the bar and was 
a practicing lawyer when Fort Sumter 
was fired on—the act that started the 
civil war. 


Mosby served at first as scout with 
the First Virginia cavalry. When the 
union troops stormed Richmond in 1862. 
Mosby outwitted the army of 100,000 
and safely guided a force of only 2,000 
confederates to the union supply trains. 
They were destroyed. 


As a reward for valor, Mosby was 
given command of an independent com- 
pany of cavalry and the deeds of this 
ban^, which became known as "Mosby's 
Guerillas," occupies a thrilling pagfe in 
the history of the great internal strug- 
gle.

down 
his 
arms.

enough, he beoame an intimate friend 
of Gen. U. S. Grant after the war and 
was appointed to the consular service, 
but in 1885 returned

Washington, 
May 
8.—According to 
preliminary returns made public today 
by the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce, department of commerce, 410 
million dollars worth of goods way ex- 
ported from the United States in March. 
This exceeds the corrected 
total 
for 
l-ebruar>^ by 7 million dollars and Is 
more than any nation ever 'exported be- 
fore in any one month. It is 113 millions 
more than the previous March and is 
nearly double the March average for tlie 
preceding fi ve years. 
In the 9 months 
ending with March exports fell less than 
5 million dollars short of 3 billion dol- 
lars, thus exceeding by more than 1 
billion dollars the record for the corres- 
ponding period of any preceding fiscal 
year. 


Maich imports amounted to 214 mil- 
lion dollars, exceeding by 20 million the 
previous record of February, by 56 mil- 
lion the total for March, 101,5, and by 
ilO per cent, the March average for the 
preceding five, years. 
Nine months' im- 
ports to March 31 last, aggregated 1.505 
million dollars, compared with 1.214 mil- 
lion last year and 1,402 in 1912-13,' the 
former record year.
